Chilia Gyiman, an Austrian track 
laborer who has brought suit against 
the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad 
company for $ 
10,0 0 0 damages, lost 
his foot in a most unusual way. Gyi­ 
man is now in a Clinton hospital, 
where the surgeons amputated one of 
his legs, which had been crushed by 
the cars at Clinton, Iowa, early in 
the week . 
Gyiman was employed in the Clin­ 
ton yards with a crew of track re­ 
pairers. The track s had been screw­ 
ed up while repairs were being made 
and the man was engaged In tamping 
between the ties. The section men let 
down the track suddenly and Gyi­ 
man s foot was caught. At the same 
time a string of box cars was seen 
approaching. Unable to help himself 
the unfortunate man cried for as­ 
sistance and the section foreman, a 
big, strong Austrian, seized him and 
endeav ored to extricate him from his 
perilous position. He was unable to 
get Gyiman free, howev er, his foot 
hav ing been too firmly held by the 
weight of the track . There was not 
an instant to lose if the man’s life 
was to be sav ed, as the approaching 
cars were by this time close by and 
mov ing at a rapid rate. Seizing the 
unfortunate man by the neck the 
foreman forced him to the ground 
by sheer strength, snapping the bones 
of his leg just below the k nee, pul­ 
ling his body outside of the track 
and holding him so that the other 
leg would not be injured, the fore­ 
man held Gyiman down while 
the 
cars ran ov er his left leg, which lay 
across the rails. 
Maimed and bleeding the man was 
tak en to a local hospital, where the 
surgeons amputated the crushed leg 
at once. The suit for damages has 
just been file* in the Clinton district 
court for action at the January term.
